F ol l ow tin* I n d f ut All hpin istn’ M e t hod * 
a n d , lT» **tof Von Art* K lc h, 
F< r a long time in India the appar­ 
ent 11 an« mutarion of tin, zinc, copj > r 
and mercury into precious metals has 
b een practiced 
We have seen there 
with our own eyes a metal like gold is­ 
suing from the crucib le of the Indian 
ab b » mi« t>— a metal that could not he 
P id from r* al g» Id b y means oi the 
touchstone. We m ay say, however, thut 
in old India, as well as in young Am er­ 
ica, fh*y have not yet succeed'd in giv­ 
ing to t he im tal thus ob tained the chem ­ 
ical pr< perti* s of gold. 
On this point 
they ar* not more advanced in the one 
country than in the other, and the prob 
l e m -e* m- to us not to b e near solution. 
The metal ob tained can, in fact, he de­ 
composed into if- constituent elements 
Nevertheless, it may b e infer, -ting to 
pres» nf to pub lic notice the Indian a l ­ 
chemists and to describ e their methods. 
Around these personages many legends 
have sprung up. The people as« « it thai 
they never com» * into a city except b y 
divine inspiration in order to cure ill­ 
ness 
and 
to enrich certain persons.

Curinagjy enough, after 115 years, a 
collection of manuscripts relating to 
the siege of York town has recently 
turned up in Paris. 
Then** comprise a 
contemporary copy of Count de Ro- 
ohambeau’sow n diary from the time the 
French armn-sleft the Hudson, the l« 5th 
of August, to the surrender of York- 
town, on the 19th of October, 1781. Ac­ 
companying this, written by a different 
hand, but inclosed in the same cover, 
is a diary of the siege by one of the en­ 
gineer officers and a most beautifully 
ex ecuted manuscript map in colors of 
Yorktown and vicinity. 
Th« * si« *ge and surrender of Yorktown 
w« *r« » one of th« * most important events 
in the history of America. 
Many ac­ 
counts by different eyewitnesses are ex ­ 
tant, manuscript and printed, perhaps 
the most valuable of all being the diary 
of George Washington, 
the 
original 
manuscript of which is at the state de- 
partm *nt at Washington. 
After Wash­ 
ington, perhaps the most trustworthy 
account would he that of Count de 
Kochambeau. 
It is known that he was 
very careful to keep copies of his cor- 
respondenee, both fo r himself and for the 
department of war in Prance, but his 
diary of the Yorktown campaign was 
never published until it was included 
in D oniol’s great compilation of docu- 
ments lelatm g to the gaining of Am er­ 
ican im.cpcmlence, published about ten 
years ago, under the auspices of the 
French government, and even to this day 
it has never been printed, ex cept greatly 
abridged, in English. A small part of it 
appeared in the Gazette de France a 
few days after the news of the surr« nd* r 
reached Paris, and 
this 
abridgment 
was translated aud published in English 
in th<* Pennsylvania Gazette and in Al- 
m on’s Remembrancer shortly after. 
The day aft« *r the surrender Rochani- 
beau s« *nt a copy of his journal by the 
hand of the Duke de Lauzun to the 
French minister of war, Segur, and a 
week later duplicate dispatches were 
sent in another ship, 
the Count 
de 
Deux -Ponts b eing th« bearer. Th« *s« * two 
officers had shown the most courage in i 
the siege and were thus rewarded. The 
ex istence is not known of either of these 
original dispatches. 
\ copy of Rochambean’s journal is in 
the French archives in Paris, and an­ 
other, Iio< hambeau’s own. probably, is 
in the library of tho department of state 
in Washington, procured with tin* Ro- : 
chanibeau papers bought by the United ! 
States government from the heirs of 
< ount de Rochambeau. It may be, and, ! 
indeed, it seems quite probable, that 
this scri« *s of manuscripts which has 
been recently discovered and which lias ! 
been secured by Messrs. Dodd, Mead & 
Co. of New York city are the original 
papers which were carried 
over 
by j 
Count do Deux -Ponts. 
They are not, ♦ 
howev« r, in hi.s autograph, but ai that . 
of some unknown person, probably a 1 
clerk. 
The map which accompanies these 
j 
two manuscripts is on a largo scale and 
most beautifully drawn by an ex pert, 
no doubt one of tin* French engineers, 
and it seems probable that it was drawn 
to accompany official dispatches to the 
French govermm*nt. Tin re is no dupli­ 
cate of it among the many maps in the 
Rochambeau collection.— ISt. Louis R e­ 
public.
